2. Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Novelty: 

There has not been found a gene of the same sequence in the prior art as the baldness-related gene of 
the present invention. Claims 1-10 of the present invention meet the requirements of PCT Article 
33(2). 

Inventive steps: 

There has not been found any hints in the prior art for a skilled person in the art to find and isolate 
the baldness related gene. So claims 1-10 of the present invention meet fhe requirements of PCT 
Article 33(3). 

Utility: 

Although it seems there is a very "long way" for a skilled person in the art to use the gene in the 
treatment of baldness, according to the description of the invention, the baldness related gene maybe 
used in the diagnosis of baldness. So claims 1-10 of the present invention meet the requirements of 
PCTArticle33(4). 
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
